and the surrounding hills. 
Sav age hand-to-hand fighting took

the Italian seaboard.

First word of the raid came when the 
Frankfurt radio announced that enemy aircraft were approaching

In Washington, Congressman Fulmer of South 
Carolina has drafted a proposal to revive and ex ­ 
pand federal crop Insurance, one of the casualties 
last December of congressional ire. 
Under Mr. Fulmer’s bill, wheat insurance would 
be continued on the basis of per-acre yield, with 
coverage up to 75 per cent of the normal crop of 
the county in which the farmer lives. In the case 
of cotton, com, tobacco and rice, the grower 
would be Insured for 75 per cent of the cost of 
Investment in case of total loss. 
It is not as satisfactory an insurance program 
as was embraced In the old law. 
But it Is a 
start, and a move in the right direction. Crop in­ 
surance was one of the finest features of the farm 
program and should be reinstated. Its importance 
to Nebraska cannot be over-empnasized. 
During 
two of the years the program was in force, Ne­ 
braska farmers collected in ex cess of eight million 
bushels on losses on wheat suitained through 
drouth. 


Co lumbRR Tc» a eho rfi 
At Columbus, Neb., It was announced that the 
44 members of the teaching staff had been granted 
increased salaries for the coming year, with raises 
of 10 per cent in the higher brackets and 15 per 
cent in the lower brackets. 
That action has happened in a number of Ne­ 
braska cities in recent weeks. 
It is a fine and deserved recognition of the 
teachers in view of the increased living costs, and 
it indicates a most desirable relationship between 
the board of education and the teaching corps. 
It 
is a marked departure from the methods being fol­ 
lowed in Lincoln, where the board says It must 
have approval of a 1.75 mills levy, and It will use 
85 per cent for increasing salaries, and 15 per cent 
approx imately for new books and maintenance. 
Why not take the people of Lincoln into the 
board’s confidence? 
It should say It proposes to 
raise the lower brackets of teachers and employes 
so much, there are so many teachers, w'hatever 
the number is, and it will cost so much. 
Or is that something which the public is not 
supposed to know in the eyes of the school board? 
The teachers deserve that increase and they may 
not get it unless the facts are forthcoming.

WASHINGTON—The President has had 
what Louie Howe used to describe as "the 
old Dutch up” against General de Gaulle 
and the Army’s plan for using him in the 
liberation of France. For two months the 
plan lay on the President’s desk while he 
delayed in acting on it. 
In January, this column reported that 
General Eisenhower had completely re­ 
vamped any earlier ideas about de Gaulle, 
had found that he was overwhelmingly 
popular inside France and that, when the 
second front invasion came, the allied 
armies would get more support inside 
France if it w'as known in advance that 
they were cooperating 100 percent with 
General de Gaulle. 
Accordingly, a plan was worked out 
whereby immediate French elections and 
other political matters would be under de 
Gaulle’s Committee of National Liberation 
when and if France was invaded. 
This political set-up was especially 
pushed by the army, which didn’t want 
General Eisenhower to have to worry about 
political problems as he did in North 
Africa. 
But W'hen the plan got to the White 
House, it stuck. The President kept it for 
two months. 
Grudge Since Casablanca 
The President has given no very clear 
ex planation, 
but 
those 
who 
were 
at 
Casablanca think they know one of the 
answers. Ever since de Gaulle stubbornly 
refused to get together there with General 
Giraud, the President has had personal 
thumbs down on the Free French leader. 
Roosevelt Had proposed to Churchill that 
de Gaulle be brought to Casablance, figur­ 
ing that, in the end, his persuasive charm 
could bring the two Frenchmen together. 
But de 
Gaulle 
remained 
obdurate. 
Roosevelt even had a hard time getting 
him to pose for a photo with Giraud. None 
of this has been forgotten at the White 
House. 
So when the army plan to cooperate 
with de Gaulle got stymied on the Presi­ 
dent’s desk, Secretary of War Stimson and 
Acting Secretary of State Stettinius came 
up to the White House. Entering the ex ­ 
ecutive office, Stettinius said: 
“Mr. President, the secretary of war is 
tremendously interested in this.” 
“What’s the matter with the State De­ 
partment?” chirped up Stimson. “Isn’t the 
state department interested in it, too?” 
Stettinius agreed, but aroused no en­ 
thusiasm from the President, who suggested 
that the plan be redrafted. 
Rickenbacker On Ru.ssia 
Captain Eddie Rickenbacker did some 
bare-knuckled sermonizing about the at­ 
titude of the average American toward 
Russia during a confidential talk on Capitol 
Hill the other night. Addressing a closed- 
door meeting of the “76th Club” (third- 
term Republican Congressmen), the World 
War I ace declared that the minds of most 
Americans were cluttered up with “too 
much propaganda and too little real in­ 
formation” about our Soviet allies.

Diet Requirements Of Mo thers To Be. 
“The ex pectant mother must eat enough 
for two,” was about all the wisdom our 
mothers and grandmothers had on the 
subject. 
And it was pretty bad. It em­ 
phasized quantity and the modern attitude 
is. that the quality—the ingredients, such 
as calcium, iron and vitamins—of the 
mother’s diet are the important thing for 
the health of both child and mother. Even 
the idea of quantity w*as wrong. Too many 
mothers took it literally and considered 
that they must eat enough for two people 
of the same weight as the mother herself 
with the result that they would emerge 
from pregnancy well started on the road 
to middle aged obesity. 
Let us ex amine, however, first the 
scientific evidence of the ex tra amount 
the mother should eat. The baby at birth 
weighs about seven pounds: there is an 
increase of two pounds in the weight of 
the womb; and the after-birth, membranes 
and fluid weigh about three and a half 
pounds—a total weight gain of twelve and 
a half pounds. 
And this is distributed 
over nine months. So eating for two isn’t 
ex actly accurate. If the mother is of 
normal weight at the beginning she needs 
a definite increase in caloric intake at 
the beginning of the fifth month. 
If she 
is underweight at the beginning she should 
try to gain up to normal weight. 
Amount of Protein Needed. 
Of the various food elements, the old 
idea that the protein should be restricted 
because it predisposed to some of the tox ic 
conditions associated wdth pregnancy has 
^ been given up. 
The ex pectant mother 
! should eat a good amount, probably a little 
ex tra amount over what she usually 
chooses of protein, picking out particularly 
the protein foods of the highest biologic 
quality, such as those of the flesh of fish 
and poultry, milk and milk products, eggs 
and a liberal serving of meat. Glandular 
tissues, such as liver, sweetbreads and 
kidney, are highly nutritious as regards 
the character of their protein, minerals 
and vitamin content. 
Three 
minerals—calcium, phosphorus 
and iron—need special emphasis. Both for 
the sake of the mother’s teeth and the 
misar beside him, Rickenbacker said, with

Payment is only ab out fiv e 
days b ehind receipt of the applica­ 
tion in cases where the men’s 
papers are in order.”

While the law prov ides for pay­ 
ments up to $ 300, no payments of 
ov er $ 100 are made in a lump sum.

weapons of am phibious w arfare 
as developed by the allies. 
Ac­ 
cording to rejKirts, Stalin's gen­ 
erals and adm irals w ere recently 
given dem onstrations of our tac­ 
tics and equipm ent in connection 
w ith invasion preparations. 
This, we may take it, is not 
unrelated to hints from the high­ 
est American m ilitary levels, some 
m onths ago, that the Russians are 
not well inform ed on the prob­ 
lems of invasion across w ater bar­ 
riers. 
On October 21st, G eneral 
M arshall and other m em bers of 
our High Command appeared be­ 
fore a closed congressional m eet­ 
ing. 
Referring to unnam ed rep­ 
resentatives, 
I United Pre.ss cor­ 
respondent 
/as able to w rite: 
“They said he (M arshall) indi­ 
cated that ttie Russians may have 
underestim ated 
the 
great diffi­ 
culty and hazards of am phibious 
operations, since they had little

W hether or not G eneral M ar­ 
shall was accurately quoted at the 
tim e, it is a fact that Russian 
operations to date, though gigan­ 
tic in scale and varied in content, 
^ have all 
been 
conducted on 
a 
continuous land area. 
It has been 
essentially a contest on land and 
for land. 
The Russian experience 
has been useless to us so far as 
our specific 
problem s of inva­ 
sion across w ater are concerned. 
Are we trying to “educate” the 
i Russians as to the special diffi­ 
culties of large-scale invasion, in 
I order to help them understand 
I why such invasion has not yet 
been 
undertaken? 
Or are the 
Russians facing the possibility of 
am phibious action 
in their own 
; theatre of w ar and hence eager 
to obtain "pointers' ’and perhaps 
equipm ent 
as 
well? 
Probably 
both suppositions are true. 
Virtually Cut O ff. 
W ith the fall of Kherson, the 
G erm an-held peninsula of Crim ea 
has been virtually cut off. Crim ea 
is im portant strategically for the 
control of the Black Sea, and the 
Russian.s have to decide how to' 
take it over—unless, 
of 
course, 
the G erm ans decide th at it’s un­ 
tenable and w ithdraw . 
The ap­ 
proach by land is through Pere- 
kop, an isthm us so narrow that 
m ilitarily speaking Crim ea may be 
considered as an island. 
Although this "island” has been 
w ithin close 
range 
for 
a long 
period, ever since the G erm ans 
lost 
Novorossisk, 
the 
Russians 
have not ventured to take it by 
am phibious m ethod. At any rate, 
if they did m ake any attem pts 
they m ust have failed. 
But since 
then 
allied 
successes 
in 
am ­ 
phibious 
strategy, 
particularly 
Am erican victories In offensives 
against a series of Pacific islands, 
have 
shown 
possibilities which 
the Russians m ay be tem pted to 
put into effect. 
It w ill be interesting to observe 
w hether they will now, for the 
first tim e since the Russo-G erm an 
w ar started, try amphibiou.s pro­ 
cedures against Crim ea. 
If they 
do. they will have a concrete il­ 
lustration, 
on a small scale, of 
w hat our expected invasion of the 
continent involves on a vastly 
larger scale. 
Since Crim ea is in 
effect an island, successful land- 
sea-air invasion has every chance 
of being successful. 
Demand Ungenero us. 
W hether or not Soviet m ilitary 
leaders have tended to underrate 
the task of am phibious invasion of 
a 
great 
continent, 
certainly 
civilians who for the past two 
years clam ored for a prem ature 
"second front” have shown little 
appreciation of w hat th a t involved. 
They were, to put 'it m ildly, un­ 
generous in insisting on a strategy 
w hich the A nglo-Am erican m ili­ 
tary leadership considered hope­ 
less at the tim e. 
Even today, 
those who are im patient for the 
start of invasion do not grasp that 
in the strategic sense it has al­ 
ready begun. 
The type of air of­ 
fensive now being pressed against 


the G erm ans, aim ing in the first 
place at the elim ination of the 
enem y's air power, is specifically 
in preparation for the invasion. 
If this air strategy is successful to 
the point w here we have freedom 
of navigation over G erm any, the 
country will lie helplessly exposed 
to our air power. 
U nder those 
circum stances, in the view of air­ 
men, the enemy may w ell recog­ 
nize the futility of further re­ 
sistance; 
and 
we 
m ay 
see 
a 
capitulation even before our troops 
step on the soil of w estern Europe, 
Might Be To o So o n. 
Those who do not grasp the 
problem s of invasion across w ater 
barriers would be better advised 
to 
cease 
dem anding 
im m ediate 
action. 
T here is less danger th at 
our m ilitary leadership will decide 
to invade too late than there is 
that it may do so too soon. 
It 
should be more w idely recognized 
th at an invasion which is unsuc­ 
cessful, 
or 
which 
m erely 
got 
bogged down on the pattern of the 
Italian 
operation, 
m ight 
have 
seriously 
harm ful 
repercussions 
not only In m ilitary term s but In 
term s of m orale and political re­ 
lationships. 
Throughout m ilitary 
history, 
offensives 
undertaken 
under political pressures, before 
conditions w ere ripe, have seldom 
succeeded. 
The circum stance that the R us­ 
sians have become interested in 
the tactics of am phibious w arfare, 
and th at they may face some 
am phibous 
t a s k e 
them selves, 
should help to clarify the picture.
